Interesting from China* 


THE SACKING OF THE ;EMPEHOB,'s PALACE— 
WHY IT WAS DOS.-E—FATE OP THE PBI30NKR3. 


The English papers .brought by the 


America contain ample details of affairs 
in China. The fate of the English and 
French prisoners is now definitely ascer- 
tained. Captain Brabazon and Abbe Luc 
were beheaded. Those who died under in- 
human treatment, and whose remains were 
sent into camp, are :. Mr. de Norman, at- 
tached to the British Legation at Shanghai; 
Mr. T. W. Bowlby, special correspondent 
of the Times ; Lieut, and Adjutant Ander- 
son, 
private Phipps, four sowars and three 


French—together eleven. 
Their bodies 


could only be recognized by the dresses in 
which, in some instances, they appeared to 
have been wrapt after having been stripped. 
A description, of the state of these poor 
victims is too horrifying to be related.— 
The tightness of the cords with which they 
were bound ate into the flesh, and caused a 
lingering and painful death by mortifica- 
tion. The bodies of the sowars were gi 
en to the Sikh savalry, who, as is the uus 
torn, burnt them. The French were deli' 
ered to their comrades, and the four Eritia 
were buried in the Russian, cemetery, ou 
side the An-ting gate of Pekin, on the 17th 
The burial service was read.by the Rev 
Mr. Mc&hee, Chaplain of the British forces 
The priest of the Greek Church attende 
by request, in his pontifical robes, holdin 
on high the emblem 'of our faith. Fathe 
M'Kee, the Roman Catholic priest attache' 
to the British, army, was present. 
Th 


cemetery is about a quarter of a mile out 
aide the northern wall of the city. 
Th< 


grave is on high ground, just within th 
inner gate. 
The coffins were laid side b; 


side from north to south. 


The sacking of the Emperor's Palace, b, 


the allies has been looked 'upon as barbar 
ous. 
A correspondent of the Times thus 


describes and excuses the deed : 


The punishment inflicted cannot 
bi 


judged by any standard of our own, but i 
falls with peculiar force upon the: Chinese 
who attach so much importance to estab 
Hshed customs, and feel such veneration 
for everything belonging to or connecte1 
with the Emperor. 


To exact a money indemnity, even if i 


'could have been made forthcoming, woulc 
have been but an inadequate way of mark 
.ing the opinion of a great civilized nation 
' on acts that would disgrace the most bar 
barous, and an indignation that requirec 
money to allay it would have been deemec 
merely affected, and put forward as a pre 
text for obtaining a larger indemnity than 
the one named in the convention. All such 
exactions, also, fall on the people, and thej 
were not to blame. 


To reach the Emperor and the ifandar 


ins was the great object and the great 
difficulty. 
It could only be done.by adopt 


ing some measure that would place beyond 
Lhe possibility of doubt in the minds of the 
governing classes of China that we were at 
Fekin as masters, that the arrogance o: 
the Chinese government could be lessened, 
and it made to feel the responsibility thai 
attach to the commission of acts of duplic- 
ity and cruelty. The only hope that could 
be entertained of at last awakening- the 
Emperor to the necessity of accepting the 
state of things forced upon him by circum- 
stances and the times in which ho lived wa.s 
by attacking his prestige, which had for so 
long enveloped him like.a cloud, nnd pre- 
vented his perceiving the dangers that 
threatened and surrounded bis throne. By 
an evidence of power that all the sophistry 
of the moat cunning Mandarins could not 
gainsay was this object attainable. 


There seemed two ways of arriving at 


this result; one wag by capturing and hold- 
ing the imperial city of Pekin ; the other 
was by the destruction of Yuen-ming-yuen, 
tho favorite palace of the Emperor, and

At Yuen-ming-yuen the tablets of the 


dynasty were preserved, on the safety of 
which, in the opinion of the Chinese, the 
existence of the present reigning family 
depends. By the people the pa'ace was 
held in great veneration from its being the 
constant residence of the Emperor, and the 
place where all the great princes and nobles 
of the empire assembled ; the gardens and 
buildings were famed for their beauty 
throughout China, and immense sums were 
expended yearly on their maintenance. 
It 


was the scene of all the intrigues and ga- 
ieties of the court. It was there that the 
great receptions and levees were held, and 
there that the Emperor had .his concerts, 
evening parties and private theatricals, 
when it is said he mixed on more familiar 
terms with those invited than we imagined 
could exist in the ceremonious court of 
Pekin, an obeisance to the Emperor on his 
entering and leaving the hall of reception 
being the.only ceremony performed. 


The high walls and opeu spaces that sur- 


round the imperial city inside Pekin separ- 
ating it entirely from the city itself, would; 
to certain extent, have protected the people 
from injury in the event of an attack hav- 
ing been made upon it, but the allied com- 
manders-in-chief felt themselves precluded 
from adopting this course on account of 
the condition they had granted to the Chi- 
nese on the surrender of the Anting Gate. 
The destruction of Yneri-ming-yueu was 
therefore finally decided on. 


Lord Elgin and the Commander-in-chief 


both addressed the Prince of Kiing by let- 
ter, informing him of their decision; and 
the reasons that in&uenced them in arriv- 
ing at that decision. Lord Elgin, in terras 
of great severity, pointed out the treachery 
that had characterized' the conduct of the 
government of China, from the first mo- 
ment of their attempting to negotiate at' 
Tientsin, to their last act of perfidv in vio- 
lating a flag of truce, and mnrderfng those 
captured while under'its protection—that 
in consequence of thia conduct he had call- 
ed on the commander-m-chief utterly to de- 
stroy Yuen-ming-yuen, as being the .spot 
where the'cruelties'to the prisoners first 
commenced i he further demanded that a- 
sum of 300,000 itaels should be. paid within; 
forty-eight hours, ,as an indemnity to the; 
families of the murdered prisoners, and in- 
formed the Prince of Kung' if there was 
any delay in so doing, or any hesitation to 
sign the convention and exchange the 
treaty of Teintsin. then the Emperor's pal- 
ace inside Pekin should be burned to the 
ground. These letters were accompanied 
by proclamations that were placed on. the. 
walls of Pekin, informing the people of the 
measures that were to be taken and the 
reasons for their adoption. .

Two days were required to effectually set 


fire to and destroy all the buildings and 
walks of Yuen-ming-yucn. Much valuable 
property that it was impossible to remove 
was destroyed. It is said that it exceeded, 
two millions sterling, exclusive of the bnild-

H is falsely called, has been spoken of in 
"our columns already. It has this insupera- 
ble objection that it establishes slavery by 
cnmtilutional amendment in all of oar pres- 
ent territory, south of 30 degrees and 30 
minutes ot latitude, and makes it the duly 
of the territorial government, in all its de- 
partments, to protect slaves as property; 
and in all territory hereafter acquired south 
of that line. Without pointing out the nu- 
merous objections to other portions of this 
proposition, we think this is sufficient. 
If 


the Patriot can approve of this, why, in the 
name of sense, did it repudiate the Breck- 
inridge platform, and consent to the divis- 
ion and defeat of its own party, rather than 
agree to the protection of slave property in 
the territories, in any other mode than by 
the free choice of the people ? This Crit- 
tenden amendment is worse thp.n the Breck- 
ifiriJga platform, because it not only pro- 
vides for the protection of slave property in 
tlie territories, south of 36° 30', whether 
the people are in favor of it or not, but it 
declares that the constitution in this respect; 
and in several others, shall never lie altered, 
however much the people may desire it.— 
We have always had charity enough for the 
Patriot to believe that it was sincere in its 
advocacy of " popular sovereignty " senti- 
ments, bnt this -ready acquiescence in the 
Crittenden amendment, which slaughters 
that doctrine, compels us to doubt it. It 
even goes further than Crittenden, who pro- 
poses only to take care of slavery in the 
territories ; but the Patriot thinks the new

affording it national protection? It would 
convert northern men, who are now willing 
to tolerate the present compromises of the 
constitution, into abolitionists; and render 
them ten fold more the enemies of the in- 
stitution of slavery than they are now. 


Mr. Adams' plan was to pass an enabling 


act to admit New Mexico as a slave state, 
if she chose to become one. This has been 
withdrawn by its author, the slave holding 
members of the committee repudiating it 
entirely, as insufficient. 


Mr. Rice's first project, which the Patriot 


probably refers to, was to pass an enabling' 
act, organizing all the territories into two 
slates—one below the line of 3f degrees, 
embracing New Mexico and Arizona; and 
the other all the remaining territories, and 
admit them into the Union with whatever 
constitution, free or slave, the people there- 
of might decide, with the further provision 
that new states might be framed out of any 
portion of these states, containing a suffi- 
cient population for one member of con- 
gress, on an area of not less than 60,000 
square miles. One objection to this is, that 
it'is a sham to get rid of a difficulty, and 
that it does not after all get rid of it. It 
transfers the quarrel in relation to slavery 
from congress to the people of the territo- 
ries. We have had sufficient experience, in 
the case of Kansas, to satisfy us that peace 
on the question of slavery cannot- be ob- 
tained in this way; besides, we believe it to 
be the duty of congress to prohibit slavery, 
as it has the power, and not shuffle it off up- 
on the pioneers of anew country, who have 
enough to do in settling and providing a 
living for themselves and families, without 
being called upon to keep slavery out their 
midst, especially if they are poor men from 
the free states, and not wealthy slave hold- 
ers. 


We have other objections to the Rice 


p]an—it forms New Mexico into a state, 
without population sufficient to support state 
institutions—it having less than a thousand 
voters in its whole extent. In the northern 
state there may De population enough for a 
state,-but it is scattered over .u immense 
territory, a thousand miles broad and two 
thousand miles long! The capital should 
be somewhere in the Blackfeet Indian coun- 
try, if it is to be central. It would be a 
splendid state for mileage for members of 
th«i legislature! We are astonished that 
Mr. Seward should even allude to this plan 
wi':h any favor; although he finally pro- 
nounces it impracticable. Did it ever oc- 
cur to the Patriot that eastern men, both 
north and south, might possibly favor this 
plan, because it cripples the power of the 
west in the United States Senate ? Here is 
territory enough for ten or. twelve states 
crowded into one. In our anxiety to settle 
the slavery question, let us ,.not allow the 
east to take advantage of the west. It would 
be found difficult to divide a state when once 
admitted,

General Segoine has kindly permitted ns 


to publish the following letter received by 
him on Saturday last, from Capt. Abner 
Doubleday,.who is with Major Anderson at 
Fort Sumpter. It speaks for itself. 


FOET SUMPTEK, S. C., Jan. 6,1861. 


. MY DEAR Sin—It is a matter of great 
satisfaction to me to see that our movements 
here have been approved by my former 
townsmen, aud that the heart of New York 
still beats warm an/3 true for the Union.— 
We have been so long surrounded with trim- 
mers and traitors, that I began to fear the 
love of the national- flag was dying out in 
our ccuntry. You cannot imagine the an- 
noyance of the South Carolinians on find- 
ing themselves forestalled in the possession 
of this important work. It is the key of 
the harbor, and in the very centre of their 
communications. 


At Fort Moultrie everything had been 


prepared for a desperate stand ; but we 
could have done little against the powerful 
batteries of this fort, which would have been 
turned against us-in addition to an army of 
at least 10,000 men, who would have assail- 
ed us/m the land side. Our own lives were 
of little consequence, but our defeat would 
have involved the loss of this harbor to the 
United States, a loss that would have been 
irreparable. This state still continues her 
aggressive actions. The Charlestonians are 
surrounding us with batteries on every point 
of land in the vicinity, and are arming them 
with guns from forts they have seized. 
This 


is done with the hope of preventing any 
vessel from coming to our assistance, and 
also with a view to force us ultimately to 
surrender from alack of supplies. 
In this 


I think thsy will be disappointed; for there 
is no such word as surrender in Major An- 
derson's composition. The war garrison of 
this fort is six hundred men. 
We have 


about seventy; but should they attack us, 
I hope the country at largo will have no 
reason to find fault with our defence. 


One of our boats and some of our men 


have been captured. The lights in the har- 
bor have been put out, the buoys taken up, 
all communication has been cut off except 
such as the Governor chooses to authorize, 
and yet we hesitate to fire upon them. Ma- 
jor Anderson still hopes that wiser counsels 
may prevail upon them, and that something 
may occur to prevent the impending strife. 
May God grant it; but if war must come, 
let the people rise in their might and main- 
tain the integrity of the Union. The cause 
will carry the hearts of thousands with it, 
even in the slave states themselves. I shall 
probably not soou have an opportunity to 
send another letter to any person north. I 
must close abruptly, as the ger.tleman is 
about leaving who will take this.

ENGLISH COMPLIMENTS TO THE SEOISSON- 


iSTs,—As Georgia and South Carolina are 
to send commissioners to Great Britain, it 
is interesting to consider the probable re- 
sults of their labors. 
In relfition to this 


matter, the following extract from a late 
number of the London News is particular- 
ly appropriate : 


It is not easy for us to conceive of the 


state of mind which grows up under such 
conditions as those of slaveholding life in a 
republic in the nineteenth century, under a 
gagged press, a corrupted pulpit, a scanty 
and emasculated literature ; the pressure of 
general poverty, and the perverseness which 
grows out of a sense of exclusion from the 
sympathies of general society. If 
the 


slaveholders were men of the world, and of 
cultivated reason, there would be no such 
quarral as is now raging ; but they are not; 
and hence the fluctuations which so embar- 
rass the general judgment.

-the streets are four inches-deep in dust; in 


• wet, a foot deep in mud. There is a raised

The wall of the 
imperial city, which occupies the center ol 
Pekin, is high and handsome, but not in- 
tended for defense : the top has the yellow 
tile; inside this wall are the palaces .of the 
imperial family.
